President Urriola Objects to 
Washington Against Action

PANAMA, June 29.—Upon orders 
from Washington American troops 
began policing Panama and Colon 
at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The 


Panama Government has protested | 
to Washington against the measure, 

Because the former administration 
had refused to correct conditions in 
the two cities, soldiers in the Canal 
Zone were forbidden to enter them, 
and the civilian employes Noycotted 
Colon and Panama until the mandate 
of the military authorities was car- 
ried out by the Panama Government. 
The new administration, under Pres- 
ident Urriola, began to clean up. the 
cities, but, in connection with this 
work, announced that the elections 
fixed for June 30 and July 7 would 
be postponed for six months because 
of the fear that serious disorders 
might occur if they were held on the 
dates set by law. 

The opposition party protested to 
Washington against the deferment of 
The American State 
Department advised President Ur- 
riola to hold the elections, but he re- 
plied that a fair election could not be 
held now, and suggested that Amer- 
ican Commissioners supervise the 
making up of poll books and assume 
charge of an election to be held in 
July or August.

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WHAT U. §. HAS SPENT 
ON THE WAR IN YEAR 


Figures, Since July 1, 1917, Not 
Including Last Two Days 
Are, $12,600,000,000. 


By the Aasoctated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 29.—The 


Government today closed its books 
for the fiscal year just ending—the 
first full fiscal year in the war—and 
Monday will open new annal records. 

In governmental financial history, 
the year will go down as a period of 


expense hardly dreamed of a decade 
ago. More than $12,600,000,000 is 
the actual outlay since July 1, 1917, 
to meet the multitude of big bills run 
up for the army, the navy, the ship- 
building program, airplane construc- 
tion, coast defense requirements and 
the needs of the allies for American 
loans to finance purchases of war 
materials in this country. In peace 
times the Government pat less than 
$1,000,000,060 annually. 

With the addition of the $1,200,- 
000,000 which the Government spent 
in the three months of war preced- 
ing this fiscal year, the war’s cost in 
money to date has been $13,800,000,- 
000. 


War activities are now taking 
about $50,000,000 a day from the na- 
tion’s private treasury, and in Jung 
the running expenses were greater 
than ever before, though loans to al- 
lies dropped to less than in any 
month since April, 1917, when the 
United States became a belligerent. 
Including estimates for the last two 
days of the month not yet recorded, 
expenditures for June were about 
$1,500,600,000, or approximately the 
sam as the record figure of May. Or- 
|dinary war expenses for the 12 
months amount to about $1,258,000,- 
000, a new high record, and pay- 
ments to allies were approximately 
$236,000,000, less than half the 
$500,000,000 which the treasury usu- 
ally has figured as necessary to 
finance the allied purchases in the 
United States every month. 

Owing to the big inflow of tncome 
and excess profits taxes this month, 
receipts for June have eclipsed all 
former records. From taxation and 
other minor sources of revenue, re- 
ceipts are expected to amount to 
more than $2,250,000,000. Payments 


on Liberty Bonds and certificates of 


indebtedness have ylelded nearly $1,- 
400,000,000. 

Receipts for the year, without rec- 
ords of the last two days, were re- 
ported as follows: Liberty Loans.

FILMS OF U.S. IN WAR 
FOR NEUTRAL NATIONS 


Committe on Public Information 
to Give Wide Distribution to 
Propaganda Pictures. 


A move of much import to the 
moving picture industry has just 
been made by the Committee on 
Public Information. George Creel, 
chairman; Charles S. Hart, director, 
announces that three representatives 
of the United States Government, Di- 


vision of Films, are sailing this week 
for the other side to establish in al- 
lied and neutral countries a distri- 
bution system for United States of- 
ficial films. 

These three men are H. C. Hoag- 
land, Lucian C. Wheeler and Charles 
F. Van Arsdale. The headquarters 


will be established in Paris under the 


direction of Mr. Hoagland. From 
that point operations will be directed. 


A branch will be opened immediate- 


ly in London with Mr. Wheler in 
charge, and the intention is to es- 
tablish offices as rapidly as condi- 
tions will permit in Spain, Portugal, 
Italy, Holland and Switzerland. 

It will be the purpose of the for- 
eign offices to distribute in these 
countries all films released by the 
Division of Films in the United 
States, and thus for the first time 
acquaint the peoples there with what 
America is doing to help win the 
war and to give them besides an ac- 
curate idea of the attitude of this 
country toward Germany and the 
war. 

The foreign work will also include 
the co-ordination of the United States 
Signal Corps abroad with the activi- 
ties of the Division of Films here. 
Gen. Pershing will provide films 
from the front, showing the people 
here what is transpiring from day to 
day in co-operation with the Paris 
office. The films so obtained will 
be shown in the foreign countries 
above referred to as well as in the 
United States

Japanese Residents of Los Angeles 

Complained That ‘“The Girl in the 

Web” Is Pro-German. * 

Operatives of the American Pro- 
tective League, working under the 
Department of Justice, have seized at 
Los Angeles the serial production, 
“The Girl in the Web,” alleging it to | 
be a German propaganda picture of 
similar character to the now famous 
“Spirit of '76.”’ 

As the producer of the latter pic- 
ture has already begun a sentence of 
10 years in the Federal Penitentiary, 
the accusation is of an extremely se- 
rious nature. 

Complaints against the picture 
were lodged by a number of Los An- 
geles Japanese, who claim it tends to 
show that friendly relations do not 
really exist between Japan and the 
United States. Scenes, which show 
fighting between Japanese and 
Americans in the streets of Yokoha- 
ma, they believe, will do much to 
create bad feeling between the two 
nations. 

Other episodes, the Japanese 
claim, are even stronger in their ten- 
dency to impress the spectator with 
the fact that there is ill feeling be- 
tween the United States and Japan.

She is being observed by a nen- 
rologist who has been a friend of the 
family for many years and who 
knew her from her childhood. When 
things are at their worst he offers to 
help her. A murder is committed in 
the Marden home and there are 
complications. A friend of Mrs. Mar- 
den’s is arrested under suspicion. 
She is supposed to have seen it all, 
but the events seem 'to be wiped out 
of her memory, in accordance with 
certain laws of psychology. The 
physician, through psychoanalysis, is 
to bring her memory back. To do 
that he asks her to write all about 
herself as far as she can remember 
back, frankly and without reserve. 
This she does and her supposed 
diary makes the story. How the 
mystery unravels must not be told 
here, for it would rob the reader of 
an interest in the story. (Little, 
Brown & Co.)

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Notables Arrested 


A f Herve several notables and women and 
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children were torn from their homes and, 

prodded by German bayonets, driven off 
to the hamlet of La Bouche, near the Fort of 
Evegnee. As in most of these tragic processions. 
they were forced to hold their hands above their 
heads—and as they went they were shot in the 
back. 

One of the best-known personalities in Belgium 
told me about Rossignol. The village is on the

battle between French and German troops. The 
Germans entered and sacked the village on Aus. 
22; they burned every house in it: not one was 
left. The entire male population, .117 men, and, 
for some reason the gentleman did not know, one 
woman, were arrested. The woman was Madame 
Huriaux, and she was French; perhaps that*is 
why she was arrested. 

The next morning they were all taken to Ar- 
lon, forced to walk the entire distance under

The people remained calm, and in a pathetic 
effort to placate the _ soldiers, even served 
meal to them. And on the night of the 
twenty-seventh, suddenly, no one knew why, in 
the best quarter of the town, the Germans began 
to set fire to the houses. The Hotel de Ville

there. The Germans, annoyed by the spitting, 
irregular fire, sent a citizen of Dinant, one of the 
prisoners, in a boat across the river to inform the 
French that unless they ceased firing the civil- 
ians would be shot. M. Bourdor made his dan- 
gerous voyage, accomplished his mission and re- 
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his parsonage, and over the fields alone in 

the dark night; he could not see two paces 
ahead of him, but to right and left he heard cries 
of pain and the groans of dying men and there 
alone on the field, rning about, he made the 
sign of the cross many times, giving a general 
absolution to all those nameless ones who were 
dying there. 

We had just begun to haar of the horror of 
Dinant when the horror of Louvain came upon 
us, and because that was nearer, more immedi- 
ate, it dulled the impression of the other deed; 
we could not realize that the charming little 
town, set like a jewel on the Meuse, with the 
picturesque rock of its citadel and the curiously 
Oriental spire of the old church of Notre Dame, 
was no more. 

“Dinant has been destroyed,” said someone 
almost casually; it was but one more detail in 
the great cataclysm. It was the first of Sep- 
tember, when we were beginning to get the 
events of Louvain in order in our minds, that the 
two men came in from Dinant. I have since read 
the story many times and in many reports, but 
their account in all essentials was sufficient; the 
others could but plece out the recital with 
shocking details, until a long while afterwarcs 
we had the sinister necrology—the names and 
ages of the 606 victims of the massacre—old 
men of 70 and 80, and women, and little chil- 
dren, and babies in their mothers’ arms. 


The Germans had entered Dinant on the sixth 
of August. The townfolk had heard of the de- 
struction of Vise, but they did not believe it. 
There were skirmishes in the country’round be- 
tween Uhlans, making reconnaissances, and 
Beigian and French troopers, but that was ell. 
Then on the fifteenth the Germans tried to force 
@& passage through the Belgian lines but were 
repulsed, and fell back in retreat. The Dinantais 
thought that the French had definitely won the 
engagement, and that they were among friends, 
but just at nightfall on the twenty-first a 
band of German soldiers, about 150 in all, 
dashed down the road from Ciney and along the 
Rue St. Jacques, shouting like savages, smashing 
street lampe, firing into windows, throwing '- 
cendiary bombs into houses, terrorizing the pop- 
ulation of the quarter of St. Roch, “shooting up” 
the town, as they used to say in the Far West. 
Then suddenly, early on the morning the twenty- 
third, German troops began pouring into the 
Yewn from all four quarters; they came by the 
Lisogne road, by the Ciney road, by the Froide- 
vaux road, but principally by La Montagne de 
Bt.

a mattress by German soldiers, who said they 
would compel her to look on while they shot her 
husband, but her cries and supplications finally 
moved the soldiers to spare the husband's life. 

The soldiers “stood by laughing’ while the 
executions were going on. During all that night 
of the twenty-third they marched about the city, 
setting fire to such buildings as had escaped 
shelling, and when the fires slackened somewhat 
they systematically pillaged everywhere—in the 
famous wine cellar, of course, in banks, the safes 
of which they blew open, and in jewelry shops, 
whence they bore off silver and plate, and 
wherever there was property to be taken they 
placed guards to protect it from all but their own 
robbery! 

And when their rage was spent, out of 1400 
houses but 400 remained, the old Church of 
Notre Dame, that had survived the wars of 700 
years, was destroyed, the picturesque tower no 
longer reared itself under the rock of the citadel, 
the College and the Hotel de Ville all were 
ruined. 

Four hundred and sixteen Dinantais, arrested, 
no one knew why, on the night of the twenty- 
third, were taken to the plateau of Herbuchenne 
on the heights overlooking Dinant, where they 
were camped in the open air without food or 
drink. Some of the soldiers who guarded them 
told them that they would be shot at daybreak: 
others that they would be transferred to Co- 
blentz. 


Their escort was commanded by a Captain of 
the 100th Infantry, who, while they were waiting 
(according to the testimony of Mr. Tschoffer, 
Crown Prosecutor for Dinant), saw a superb 
§jallion in a fie)d and wantonly shot it dead. A 
while later he shot a mare and her colt. Finally 
the prisoners were marched toward Ciney; con- 


tinually threatened with death, soldiers spat in 
their faces, threw ordures at them, and officers 
struck them with their riding crops: From time 
to time the Captain in command, who was 
mounted, would turn in his saddle to shout at 
them: “Vous etes des betes!” (“You are beasts. ") 
Thus they were taken to the prison camp in Ger- 
many. 


One scene remains to be described, a scene 
that in its unsurpassed and shamefu! cruelty 
has no counterpart, even in the dark annals of 
savage tribes. It was on that Sunday morning of 
the twenty-third;

HEN was committed the atrocious crime. 
T The prisoners were massed together, nearly 

90 of them, old men and young, women, 
girls and boys, little children and babies in their 
mothers’ arms. A platoon was called up; the/| 
Colonel in command gave the word to fire and 
the gray soldiers in cold blood shot down those 
90 persons as they stood huddled there  to- 
gether. Among them were 12 children under 
the age of 6 years, six of whom were little babies 
whose mothers, as they stood up to face their 
pitiless murderers, held them in their arms. 


The six babies were the child Flevet, 3 weeks 
old; Maurice Betemps, 11 months old; Nelly 


old; Gilda Marchet, 2 
2 years old. 


Evening came; the soldiers were fumbling 
among the mass of dead. Some were still living, 
some, by a miracle, were uninjured. 
were dragged from the pile of bodies.and made 
to dig a pit and to tumble into it the bodies of | 
the victims of the tragedy, their relatives, their | 
neighbors and their friends. | 


After Dinant, we-began to have news of Na- | 
mur. Even in those lovely September. days the | 
town was still living under a reign of terror. The | 
Germans, after a bombardment lasting two /| 
hours, had entered on the twenty-second of Au- 
gust, the same Sunday that witnessed the horror | 
at Dinant. At 6:30 that evening soldiers, with | 
fixed bayonets and drawn revolvers, entered ev- 
ery house in the neighborhood of the railway | 
station, ordered the people into the street: they 
gathered about 500 of them in the great waiting 
room of the station. They were to be held a. | 
hostages. But after an hour the women and | 
children were released, while the men and | 
youths were detained. An hour later a German) 
officer entered the hall. A man described the | 
strange scene, the strange method. The offi- | 
cer stood there before them, with heels together, | 
then suddenly shouted: 

“Declaration!”

And one night, just as I was going to bed, a 
man told me how the Germans had set fire to the

They will tell you in Belgium that Namur es- 
caped the fate of Dinant and Louvain because 
there was a disagreement among the Germans, 
some wishing to destroy it, while the milder 
party wished merely to exact a tribute from it. 
I know- nothing of the facts, except that Namu? 
paid a contribution of 32,000,000 francs ($6,- 
460, 000). 


N the morning of Aug. 19, in the course of 
O sharp fighting, the Belgians blew up the 

bridge across the river, and then evacuated 
the town The Uhlans entered immediately, 
seized the city treasury and took the Burgomas- 
ter as a hostage. In the afternoon the infantry 
entered and except for the brutalities of drunken 
soldiers, quiet prevailed during that night. The 
next aftennoon the Germans threw a temporary 


| bridge over the Meuse and began crossing. The 


inhabitants were watching them from the win- 
dows. Suddenly, at 6 p. m., there was a shot; 
then a fusilade; the soldiers on the bridge wav- 
ered, fell back and, pania-stricken, began sho3t- 


|ing wildly, and all night the killing and pillaging 


went on. 

It went on the next day, and at 4 o’clock on 
the morning of Aug. 21, soldiers began breaking 
‘into houses and turning the inmates into the 
street. The crowd was ordered to walk toward 
the Place des Tilleuls. Those who did not walk 
fast enough were shot down. A Flemish clock- 
maker came out of his dwelling supporting his 
_aged father-in-law; he was ordered to hold up his 
hands, but he could not do so without letting the 
old man fall; so a soldier struck him in the neck 
with an ax. Arrived at the Place des Tilleuls, the 
women and children were separated from te 
men, and, haphazard, the soldiers picked out 40 
or 50 men and shot them down in cold blood. 

And all the while, day and night, in the flam- 
ing streets, the pillage and the murder went on: 
the man who described it all to me had a vivid 


'memory of a “tall red-headed soldier” who was 


particularly conspicuous by the ferocity witn 


which. he wielded his ax and mutilated his vic- 


tims, a baby among them, in the arms of its

heavy escort, and reminded constantly that thev 
would be shot upon their arrival. No one of 
them could speak German, so in one of the vil- 
lages through which they passed, knowing of a 
man who could speak that language, they askei 
him to accompany them and to interpret for 
them at the tgjal which they expected to have 
the next morning. He consented and joined 
them. Upon their arrival at Arlon, without anv 
semblance of trial, they were aligned before tne 
railroad station and shot down—including the in- 
terpreter, whom the Germans refused to hea-. 
Madame Huriaux, as she died, shouted: “Vive la 
France!” 

When the Germans arrived at Monceau-sur- 
Sambre, a suburb of Charleroi, they had a list 
showing the names and addresses of 100 prom'- 
nent persons of the place which it is believed was 
furnished by a German who had worked in the 
Zimmerman factory at Monceau. They seized this 
hundred as hostages; among them were five well- 
known citizens who afterwards related their ex- 
periences for me. 

The Germans, with the band of hostages, set 


out on the high road toward Montigny, forcing 
their prisoners to run, with their arms raised, in 
front of Uhlans, who prodded them with their 
lances and struck them with the butts of their 
guns and, when they would not run fast enough, 
charged the horses upon them. One of the men 
was struck so violently that his shoulder was dis- 
located. Another, who as the result of kicks, was 
ill for a long time, tried to intervene on behalf of. 
his companions but himself had only redoubled 
blows in consequence. 

A third, who was lame, could not run fast 
enough to suit the soldiers; they became enraged 
and rained more blows upon him, and when at 
last, unable to-go further, he fell on the road, 
they pitched him over a hedge into a field anda 
left him there. Two or three times the officers 
gave the order to halt, and at random took ono 
man, or a group of four or five men, aad with- 
out listening to appeals or explanations, shot 
them down. 

The survivors arrived at Montigny and were 
placed together in a barn, the door of which wus 


left open in order that those within might look on 
while the soldiers piled bales of straw around 
the barn and saturated it with oil While these 
sinister preparations were going on—¥it lasted ol! 
night—soldiers came from time to time, took 
some of the hostages and shot them on the spot. 
An officer approached one of the five and, play- 
ing with a cartridge, said: 

“This is for you; you will not be burned there.” 

And then suddenly, the hostages knew not 
why, the soldiers seized their arms and under a 
sharp order marched away and thus strangely 
delivered the prisoners fled, pausing only for a 
last glance at the bodies of their companions 
huddled there against the wall where they had 
been shot during the night.

AN EQUAL TAX TRIUMPH. 

The validity of the State income tax law in- 
volved a fine legal point under the Missouri Con- 
stitution, as is shown by the position of the three 
dissenting Justices. 

The majority opinion, however, overrides all 
technicalities and undoubtedly marks an im- 
portant point in the way to a correction of rev- 
enue abuses and the institution of a full equal 
tax system. The decision gives a hope that ear- 
nest legal and administrative efforts for the asses- 
ment of property at its true value rather than at 
fictitious values, set at naught by the arbitrary 
course of the State Equalization Board, may find 
a strong support in the courts. 

The Missouri income tax law is far from bur- 
densome. It takes only a modest percentage of 
actual gains and allows generous exemptions. So 
well is it adjusted to ability to pay that it will 
be hardly felt and still its proceeds in the aggre- 
gate will reach a large sum. 

The decision placing this just, convenient and 
highly dependable source of revenue at the dis- 
posal of the State budget-makers has possibilities 


tax is the occasion of a vast amount of perjury 
on the part of officials, but the personal property 
tax is the occasion of prodigious perjury on the 
part of individuals. With a highly productive re- 
course in the income tax, legislators should grad- 
ually substitute it for the whole vexatious system 
of personal property taxes which, carefully pre- 
scribed by elaborate statutes, present enormous 
difficulties in collection and yield only negligible 
amounts of revenue. 

One of the first of the personal property taxes 
to go should be the one on mortgages. A reason- 
able tax for the registration of such instruments 
may wisely be provided, with the result of an ac- 
tual increase over the revenue now obtained from 
these evidences of indebtedness. But when the 
mortgage owner is taxed on the income from his 
mortgages and the tax on his other income is po- 
tentially adequate to all deficiencies in State rev- 
enue, what excuse longer exists for taxing mort- 
gages on*‘the old assessment basis which is in- 
variably evaded? 

A beginnfhg has already been made in substi- 
tuting registration taxation for assessment taxa- 
tion on certain classes of bonds. The next Legis- 
lature should extend the plan to farm and other 


realty mortgages. 
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Gratitude being a fine virtue, something is to be 
said in favor of Sheriff Weinbrenner’s refusal to 
suspend Deputy Sheriff Bauer because of the lat- 
ter’s indictment on a charge of uttering anony- 
mous campaign literature attacking a candidate 
for office. The Sheriff, it seems, owes a good deal 
in a political way to Bauer and seems inclined to 
remember his obligations. 

Where Sheriff Weinbrenner makes his mistake, 
however, is in publicly attributing Mr. Bauer’s in- 
dictment to petty politics. Bauer is either guilty 
or innocent of the charge against him. His of- 
fense, if he is guilty of an offense, is in making an 
anonymous attack upon a public man in a manner 
that the law expressly forbids anybody to employ. 
The pettiness is his who commits such an offense 
and not that of those who compel him to face the 
legal consequences of his act. 

If Mr. Bauer did the things he is accused of do- 
ing, as a supposedly influential member of the 
Retail Liquor Dealers’ Association, he committed 
a greater offense against ordinary horse sense 
than against the laws of his State. No enemy of 
the liquor business in Missouri ‘ould have wished 
the opposition to do anything more foolish and 
stupid. 

The Sheriff may perhaps be pardoned for re- 
taining his deputy tn office on the grounds that a 
man accused of a crime must be presumed to be 
innocent until he is proven guilty. Suspension for

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NOW THE ‘‘GARABED’* MOTOR. 
Within a few days now we shall know the suc- 
cess of the new application of energy which the 
claimant of the discovery, G. T. K. Giragossian, 
an Armenian, has called after his first name, 
“Garabed.”’ 

He has had his “free energy generators” ready 
since June 12 he says, and has been arxiously 
testing and perfecting them. The committee of 
eminen*: scientists who are to pronounce on the 
merits of the invention has been appointed and 
is ready to subject the thing to exhaustive scru- 
tiny. Today is the time set for beginning 
the official tests, so we ought, by the first of the 
week, to have something tangible and satisfactory 
as to its workings. 

If it amounts to anything, it will be one of the 
few instanees in which a discovery or invention of 
value has beon developed under Government pat- 
ronage. Without political influence, on his own 
plausible statement of his claims and in the face 
of disparagement, he was granted a patent ir ad- 
vance by act of Congress on his device, if it ful- 
fills certain conditions.

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DETROIT’S SPLENDID NEW CHARTER. 

After trying piecemeal amendment for some 
years, Detroit has become the latest large city to 
adopt a completely revised, modern charter with 
many approved innovations. 

Go far is the war from interfering with prog- 
ress in this direction that it was shown to be just 
the time for bringing forward carefully planned 
improvements in governing methods and arrang- 
ing for popular expressions thereon. 

With more than 40,000 of the population ab- 
sent in the army and war work, the vote was not 


was the favoring majority less than two to one 
and although the charter contained provisions to 
which intense hostility had been directed in the 
past, the opposing vote was negligible, even in 
the machine-ridden river wards. 

In the whole city but 4554 votes were cast 
against it and the affirmative majority was more 
than seven to one. No other large city has ever 
replaced an old-fashioned charter with so over- 
whelming a vote. 

In its chief administrative features the char- 
ter is similar to St. Louis’ new charter, centering 
municipal responsibility, though it perpetuates 
the error of maintaining several offices like that 
of City Clerk, City Treasurer and Constable on an 
elective basis. It has two distinct points of su- 
periority over St. Louis’ municipal framework. 
All the great administrative officers like Comp- 
troller, Commissioners of Police, Parks, Public 
Works and Street Railways and Corporation 
Counsel are appointed, not for a specified, but for 
an indefinite term, continuing during good be- 
havior. 

Wards are abolished except for assessment pur- 
poses and the Board of Aldermen is made to con- 
sisit of nine members. They are elected on a 
general city ticket and must hold at least five reg- 
ular sessions a week, one in the evening. All city 
primaries and elections are made nonpartisan. | 

St. Louis should have a small aldermanic body 
chosen on a general, nonpartisan ticket. Its pres- 
ent board of 28 solidly Republican members is a 
menace to good government. The time to move 
toward the improvement is now. It can be put 
in effect with much less difficulty now than later. 
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‘*RETURN LOADS BUREAUS.” 

In St. Louis there is an opportunity for the 
Chamber of Commerce to follow the lead of New 
York, New Jersey and Connecticut in the matter 
of taking up the Eastern plan of making more 
effective the work of motor trucks. The three 
states above named have what are known as 
“Return Loads Bureaus.” Thus far there are 30 
of these bureaus operating in the three Eastern 
states. Other states are preparing to fall in line, 
and now is the time for Missouri to take up the 
plan, with the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
behind the movement. 

Statisticians have found that there are 400,000 
motor trucks in the United States and that 280,000 
of these are run empty on return trips. It is 
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stated on good authority that if the maximum 
daily tonnage of all the motor trucks were used, 
the amount carried each 24 hours would be 1,800,- 
000, instead of 600,000, as at present. 

With a “Return Loads Bureau” in St. Louis, at 
least, there would be a great saving and the 
scheme might then, through the Chamber of Com- 
merce, be extended to all parts of the State.

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COAL SHOULD COME CLEAN. 
The St. Louis Fuel Committee had a hearing the 
other cay on the applications of several coal-pro- 
ducing companies for reclassification of their 
mines, so that they could get more money for their 
coal. The idea was that the coal that came from 
their mines was given better “preparation” than 
that which came from other mines and that the 
public ought to be made to pay more for it. 
The committee got the idea all right, but the 
coal men did not get the reclassification nor the 
money. The idea, in fact, did not appeal to the 
committee. It could not see why the public should 
be penalized for the “preparation” given to the 
coalit bought. “Preparation,” be it known, means 
cleaning of coal before it is delivered to the con- 
sumer. The committee took the position that it 
was the duty of the producers to clean their coal 
before selling it and that they had no right to ex- 
pect more money for doing so. So the applications 
were denied and the mines in question will re- 
main in their present classifications. 
“Preparation” of coal has almost gone out of 
fashion since the extraordinary war-time demand 
has created a scarcity that makes consumers glad 
to get any kind of coal and pay for it without ask- 
ing any questions. Taking advantage of the ne- 
cessities of the people many producers have been | 
selling them, in the name of coal, a large per- 
centage of rock, slate, bone, fire clay, shale 
and other incombustible impurities. In the 
anthracite field, where the consumers organized 
to defend themselves against unclean coal, it was 
found that stuff was being sold as coal which was 
only 60 per cent coal, the other 40 per cent being 
impurities. of no heating or power value. It may 
or may not be that bad in the bituminous fields, 
but it is notoriously bad enough. 

When the Government assumed direction of coal 
production the plan of offering a premium for 
clean coal was adopted. Operators were permit- 
ted to collect 20 cents a ton in excess of the reg- 
ular price for “prepared” coal. Well, operators 
who had arything about their mine that looked | 
like a screen claimed the 20 cents premium and | 
got it for the dirtiest stuff that was ever sold in 
the name of coal. By and by the Government dis- 
covered that the 20 cents a ton was being obtained 
under false pretenses and put a stop to it and 
adopted the plan of penalizing the operators who 
failed to clean their coal. Since June 1 an order 
has been in effect that no bituminous coal shall 
be sold if it contains such impurities that it would |

JUST A MINUTE 


OUR OWN WAR REVIEW. 

HE outstanding feature of the war this week 
has been the inability of the Austrians to hold 
without the usual German stiff Mr. 

Antwine, who has been forward in the paper pretty 
much all the week witnessing the Austrian debacle, 


. says the few Germans who could be spared for the 


fight were running up and down behind the Austrian 
line like a watchdog patrolling a picket fence. It is 
by this time established to the satisfaction of all 
our two-story thinkers on the editorial page that with- 
out the Prussian starch the Austrians are unequal to 
any of the work cut out for them and can’t whip 
anybody. They are a limp lot. Given Germans 
enough, they put up a pretty fair boiled shirt front; 
but without that stiffening they can no more whip 
the Italians than they could whip the Russians. 

Mr. Antwine also says the Austrians are hungry, 
and it is pretty well recognized in military science 
that an army cannot fight on an empty stomach. 
Goulashless Hungarians and roll-less Viennese do not 
offer much of an obstacle to Italian progress. The 


Italians, who have plenty of food, simply chased them ? 


out of the delicatessen. Mr. Antwine thinks if the 
gas shells the allies are shooting at them don’t smell 
too much like roast beef and tinned tuna they will 
not be back. He says politics among the Austrians 
are boiling; and inasmuch as there isn’t anything 
else to boil in that country, we may expect to see 
Austria drop out of the war almost any time and 
march back to the home page, where she\will take 
up & more or less permanent position among the cook- 
ing recipes. However, he does not want us to count 
too much upon this. He says political discord in 
Austria is not peculiar to the war. It is something 
they have with them always in that potpourish mon- 
archy. There are enough discontented nationalities 
there to overthrow the government; but they are 
as hostile to one another as they are to the dynasty. 


‘The House of Mishapsburg has always owed its rule 


to a sort of battle royal in the cellar. 

However, that is another story; and one apparently 
not having much to do with the situation on the Ital- 
ian front. If their own rulers can’t handle the Aus- 
trians, the Germans probably can. They are regarded 
in Berlin as a sort of wood carvers’ union, and ef- 
fectiveness thereabont is one of the easiest accom- 
plishments the Prussians have. The Socialists, for 
instance, are at once stronger and weaker in Germany 
than anywhere else in the world 

The big fight is on pages 1 and 2, where the Ger- 
mans themselves are. They have been trying to rest 
this week in preparation for another attempt at the 
Crown Prince's dinner engagement in Paris; but the 


. Americans don’t give them much rest. Interest in 


the number of Americans in that part of the paper 
isn’t engaging the Germans as much as it did. They 
have begun to realize that it doesn’t take as many 
as they thought. There has been a good deal of de- 
bate one way and another as to how the Americans 
would stack up against the crack troops of the Kaiser. 
All our heavyweights on the editorial page have per- 
gistently predicted that the Americans would go

through anything the Kaiser has, and this seems to 
be about what is happeming. A Chicago boy came 
in the other day with 83 German prisoners. He said 
that when they were sifted if the Kaiser was not 
found among them he would go back for more. We 
often speak of the spirit of '76, but have probably 
not realized what it was. Spirit is a thing easily 
overlooked in a consideration of comparative 
strength. Socrates says this seems to be it. It in- 
terests him, and he like to compare it with morale and 
some of the other things they have in Europe. No- 


body in the Socratic circle speaks of our morale, . 


They call it ‘‘pep’’. They also make a distinction 
between it and similar qualities possessed by other 
nations. Polemarchus says that if the Kaiser had ever 
seen a Class rush in this country he would have kept 
us out of the war. Anyway, Mr. Antwine says if the 
boys from Kerry Patch come back with only 83 Ger- 
mans apiece it will be because there were no more 
to go around. 

Of course, the Germans are saying that they are go- 
ing to clean us out; but our boys want to see them do 
that. They will every one of them bet a year’s pay 
to a piece of pompernickel that the Germans can’t 
do it; and the Greek philosophers tell us that partici- 
pants in the Olympian games who wanted to offer 
odds on themselves were not permitted to do so be- 
cause it is well known in psychology that this sort of 
thing gives a mental edge. Therefore the Ger- 
mans, who know this and make use of it themselves 
every time they boast of what they are going to io, 
will not put up any of their pompernickel. They 
have made fun of our army and ridiculed it as a fac- 
tor in the war; but did they really figure it in just 
that way? Well, they split their steel shirts down 
the back trying to win the war before our boys could 
get there. 

Our old friend Kerensky reappeared in the paper 
again during the week, and greeted everyone hove- 
fully. He represente—but it will take the best 
students of politics we have not less than a week to 
say just what he does represent. Everybody has 
Russia under the microscope now—mnobody looking 
at it harder than our own President, who comes near- 
er knowing a hawk from a hernshaw than any other 
political microscopist on earth today. Some of our 
shrewdest reprint confesses not being able to make 
it out.

While investigaticn is diffi- 
cult on account of the lack of ade- 
quate supervision of so-called hezitn 
resorts by health authorities, yet it 
behooves the seeker after health and 
recreation to pay some attention to 
this matter. 

Many health resorts include in 
their literature statements as to san- 
itary conditions which afford at least 
one means of forming an opinion as 
to the desirability of visiting such 
resorts. 

The health departments of some 
states provide for the systematic in- 
spection of summer resorts with re- 
gard to sanitary conditions. New 
York for the last six years has sys- 
tematically inspected the resorts of 
that state, and these reports should 
prove valuable to persons going to 
places in New York. 

Michigan is another state contain- 
ing a large number of resorts, which 
likewise looks after these placcts care- 
fully.
